Medical care was fairly 
satisfactory* a few medicines were available* Washing and bathing facilities 
were good. Sentences to forced labor were rare.

Supervision was in the hands of a civil engineer. Only a few prisoners 
worked in the foundry* WK§ as specialists in the workshops. Civilian 
workers numbered some one hundred men* During the construction period 
on© shift of eight hours was worked; the Completed plant runs three shifts 
of eight hours each. All kinds of labor saving devices are used* 



Th© plant consists only of a foundry building* about 80 x 25 meter®, 
and of a workshop in which forgers* locksmiths* and metalworker© are 
ocoupied* The installation is entirely modern* Two electric cranes serve 
the foundry building; the workshop ie equipped with the most modem lathes* 
milling machines* and other metal work machines. Spseial ovens convert 
th© crude iron into ingot moulds. The eventual us® or destination of the 
production could not be determined. The plant has a railroad spur* and 
the building materials* sand* etc. shipped on the Volga are brought into 
th© plant on a 100 meter long road connecting the river and the plant. 
Being without a power station* the plant must get its electricity from 
th© city.
